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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

Claim 3 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

Lacks antecedent basis for "the porous substrate". It appears this is a 
typographical error and for the purposes of examination, it will be assumed Applicants 
intended to substitute " a portion of the porous substrate is" with ~ the colorimetric 
chemical monitor comprises a porous substrate - . 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

Claims 1,5-11 and 15-19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Recia (USP 5,301 ,538) in view of Jadusziiwer et al. (USP 5,747,348). 

Recia teaches a fuel leak detector system comprising duel sensors, a computer 
and an alarm. Values from each sensor are analyzed and compared by a computer to 
determine of there is a fuel leak and the alarm is used when a leak is detected. Recia is 
silent to the claimed colorimetric sensor that will detect hypergolic rocket propellants. 

Jadusziiwer et al. teach in column 1 lines 22-28 teach that hypergolic rocket 
propellants are extremely hazardous materials whose atmospheric release presents a 
serious threat to health and the environment. Column 1 lines 65-66 teach these 
propellants can be measured by a "... colorimetric tape moves at a constant rage past 
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an air intal<e." Tlie paper tape is impregnated with the appropriate coiorimetric 
indicators. 

It would have been within the skill of the art to modify Recia in view of 
Jaduszliwer et al., to measure a known hazardous fuel, such as hypergolic fuels, using 
the appropriate type of detectors, such as the taught coiorimetric tape detector, to gain 
the advantages of safeguarding health and the environment. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claim 3 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) under 35 
U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Claims 2, 4 and 12-14 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 1/7/09 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

Applicant's argue Recia in view of Jaduszliwer et al. fail to teach the claimed the 
claimed method and apparatus for detecting reflected light from 2 light paths. Recia 
teaches measurement from "dual sensor" that would have each had a light path and is 
properly read on the instant claims. 

Applicant's request clarification on how the cited prior art meets the limitations of 
claims 5-1 1 and 15-19. Recia teaches all of the claimed features of the optical reader

and Jaduszliwer et al. teach the reagent on a porous paper substrate that is 
indistinguishable from the instant claims.
